Chicago, May 1!7.—It is ‘highly proba- 
ble that the next twenty-four hours will 
Fee the end of the teamsters’ strike in 
Chicago, Although’: none of the ‘abor 
leaders will so acknowledge, it is gener- 
ally understood tonight: that the pro¢ 
gramme for calling off the strike has 
already been arranged. 

Tomorrow morning at 9 o'clock a meet- 
ing will be held ‘between the teamsters’ 
joint council and 5 committee reprdseni- 
ing the Team Owners’ Association. It 
will be made plain to the teamsters that 
the ‘biisiness interests of the team own- 
ers render it imperative that the boy- 
cotts be lifted. It will then be agresd 
by the team owners and the teamsaters’ 
joint council that the demand of the 
team owners to make deliveries, to boy- 

_cotted houses with union 

mitted to arbitration. This pon Mon 
is to céncern oly the Team Owners’ As- 
sociation and .the teamsters, the mem- 
bers of the Employers’ “Association.

It is said that he has teie-| 
graphed to fhe emperor that it is impos- 
eible for him to proceed. An evening 
paper prints a report that the admira! 
has e#uffered a nervous breakdown. 

No officia] confirmation of the report 
that Rojestvensky requested to be re- 
lieved -from- duty is obtainable at the 
admiralty. Nevertheless, the admiral's 
health has heen the cause of coneiderable 
anxiety. If is well known that he suffer- 
ed from kidney trouble before leaving 
Cronstadt and through the long voyage 
to the Far East he suffered at times to; 
such an extent that he had to be car- 
ried about on a stretcher.

Radical Utterance on Baptism. 

After the business incident to the or- 
ganization of the general convention had 
been concluded, Rev. Call Barnes, of 
Massachusetts, in an address on ‘The 
Unity of the. Baptist Mission,” made 
what is regarded by his fellow Baptists 
ae d radical utterance on* the question 
of infant baptism, which is opposed by 
the Baptist teaching. 

“We have insisted,” said Dr. Barnes, 
‘on individual instead of collective obe- 
dience to God, so have had to insist on 
baptism by personal action instead of by 
proxy. But out the mouth of the whole 
battery of the world’s scholarship and at 
the point of the bayonet of common 
@ense the -forces of infant baptism have 
been. turned until . 
for them but an act of infant dedication, 
and the sooner we turn, t6o, and publiciy 
dedicate our chil@ren, ‘the sooner, We | 
shall have taken away the last prop of 
pedo-baptism.”’ 

‘The report of the committee of nine, 
appointed at a conference in New York 
last January, recommending a permaé- 
nent organization, was then read by 
Qhairman E. M. Thresher, of Ohio. A 
general discussion followed, d 
Rev. Dr. Bdward Judson, of New York, 
son of Adoniram Judson, who was one 
of the first missionaries of the Baptist 
church, was introduced after the discus-

“Tt seems to me to be in harmony with 
St. Paul's pronunciamento of peace,”’ said 
he. “I find in it no deep laid plan to 
undermine the faith.

There comes to me the memory of my 
love for the south, and I 
rejoice today that the bitterness pet ween 
the north and south passed away with 
the war, and we are now dwelling and 
minglitte together in unity and love. To- 
day we are not producing Baptist broth- 
erhood, but we are simply-giving it a 
definite form, and I therefore move the 
adoption of this report.” | 
Dr. Hatcher Talks. 

The motion was second by Rev. W. E. 
Hatcher, of Virginia, “I think there is 
wisdom and strength and potency in the 
adoption of this plan of uniting the Bap- 
tists of the north and south,” said he. 

‘This action sends a message to the 
outside and tells friends and critics alike 
that so far as the American Baptists are 
concerned, there is an infinite difference 
between separation and division. We 
are separated in our work, but this meet- 
ing and this action will declare to the 
world that we are not divided. Theres 
are now mo causes that stand in the 
way of our union of heart and cordia) 
fraternity. In, closing, I want to say 
that, although I am .a democrat, I think 
that the power of one man to unify this 
country and towards effecting a unity of 
the world has been the supreme event in 
American history. I feel that we must 
be united together, not only in th church,

guages in primary and secondary schools 
where the majority of the inhabitants 
are non-Russian. 

All Burdens Abolished. 

Almost at one swéep the whole bur- 
den of the vexatious restrictive laws .in 
Poland’ and the Baltic’ provinces have 
been removed and the privileges for 
which the natives have been fighting for 
years are restored, the assemblies of 
the Polisk nobles are reestablished and 
all ‘the harsh aaministrative measures 
introduced at the time of the policy of 
reaction and Russification are abolished, 
unless later for purposes of state after 
the recommendation of the council] of 
state they receive imperia} sanction. As 
a* natural sequence of freedom of re- 
ligion. the oppressive prohibition of the 
purchase of land by Catholic peasants is 
abolished. In effect the measures sance 
tioned amount to an entire reversal of 
Russian policy in ancient Poland and 
the Baltic provinces. 

In Poland by confining the land hold- 
ing to persons of Polish extraction 
strictly ‘by’ inheritance by descent and 
not even by testathent it was designed 
to force the Poles either to become 
Orthodox Russians or drive them into 
Poland proper. The hardships thus en- 
tailed were innumerable. The property 
of the deceased Poles was sold to Rus- 
sians by forced sale and at ridiculous 
prices. A famous case was that of the 
Polish estates of the late Prince Von 
Hohenlohe, the German imperia® chan- 
cellor, for which a special ukase was 
necessary in order to permit the sale. 

To Avoid Delay. 

It is pointed out that in order to avoid 
delay in the matter of the introduction 
of the, Polish and Lithuanian languages 
the emperor specifically directed the 
formulation of the necessary regulations 
and laws within six months. 

The steps taken will undoubtedly have 
immense influence upon the population 
of Poland and will practically meet. the 
demands of the rationa] reformers who 
really recognize that the restoration of 
the kingdom of Poland is @n idle and vis- 
ionary dream.

lines of their properties in Georgia. 
Colonel Samuel C, Dunlap, of Gaines- 
ville, a well known Georgian and 4 
man of wide railroad and legal exper- 
ience, has been secured by these infpor- 
tant lines to be chief of this bureau, Col- 


onel Dunlap is now making his business 
arrangements in Gainesville preparatory 


'to taking charge of the new. immigra- 


tion bureau not later than June |. 

This bureau will be inaugurated at 
once and will take up in a systematic 
manner the entire situation. The statis- 
tics and information regarding every 
county in the state on these lines of 
railroad, will be gathered and put in 
compact and presentable shape with a 
view to influencing the location of new 
industries and bringing new  develop- 
ments along the lines of these roads. 

The Tfouisville and Nashville runs 
through the coal fields of Kentucky and 
Tennessee on a very low grade and will 
be in admirable position, in connection 
with its allied lines, to supply fuel and to 
all plants that are secured. The West- 
ern and Atlantic also reaches the coal 
fields of Alabama.

Sasser is charged with the assassination 
of M. L. Parker, near Woodcliff, in this 
county, several weeks ago. Mr. Parker 
was shot through the window of his bed 
room by an assassin about 12 o'clock ut 
night, just as he was in the act of blow- 
ing out the lamp, preparatory to retir- 
ing: The load of buckshot entered hi: 
side, and he lived only a short while 
afterwards. His wife and several small 
children were the only other persons in 
the house at the time. Traces of the 
murderer were found in the yard, and 
it was discovered that a horse had been 
hitched outside, which it is supposed he 
mounted and rode away, after the, deed 
was done. 

Friends of the murdered man carefully 
examined the clews next morning, and 
in the afternoon swore out a warrant 
for Sylvester Sasser, who lived several 
miles away, cHarging him With the crime. 
Sasser was arrested, and has been in 
jail here since. 

The prosecution wil] claim as the mo- 
tive for the crime, that Mr. Parker's 
domestic relations were unhappy, an‘ 
that Sasser was the cause of it: About 
a hundred witnesses have been sum- 
moned on the two sides, and the case 
will be stubbornly fought from start to 
finish. Besides the solicitor general, the 
prosecution is represented by Boykin & 
Evans and J..W. Overstreet, of the local 
par, and Judge H. D. D. Twiggs. of 
Savannah. FE. K. Overstreet, of Sylvania, 
and Colonel P. W. Meldrim, of Savannah, 
will appear for the defense. 

The case was called at 2 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon. Both sides announced ready for 
trial. The defendant's counsel demurred 
to the indictment on the ‘ground of 
vagueness in descriptions of the weapons 
and the wounds, but the Gemurrer was 
overruled .by Judge Rawlings, and the 
work of striking a jury began. The 
regular panel of forty-eight was soon run 
through and an extra panel was caught 
on the etreets and brought into court, 
but up to the time of adjournment this 
afternoon only ten jurors had been ob- 
tained and the material in the court house 
and on the streets had been exhausted.

That this movement has assumed a 
national phase ig shown by the fact 
that Mr. Wu Ting-Fang, former min- 
ister to the United States, and now 
the head of the Chinese’ chambers of 
commerce, ig understood to be back 


of it. 

Some idea of what such a boycott 
would mean to ¢he southern states 
is presented by Mr. James F. Fearon, 
president of the International Banking 
Company, who was long ,a resident of 
China, and who is perhaps as famil- 
iar with the conditions of American 
trade in the Orient, and of American 
business possibilities there, as any 
other man. In a statement furnished 
The New York Sun, Mr. Fearon says. 


If such a boycott is declared and en- 
forced in the way that # is entirely 
possible it may be enforced, the results 
to American trade with China would be 
very unfortunate. It would hit our tex- 
gile trade a plrticularly hard blow. Our 
commerce in textiles in China has lately 
shown a very remarkable increase. In 
the last six months of 1903 and in Jan- 
wary, February and March of 1904 our 
exports of cotton cloth to China were 
62,365,497 yards, representing a cash 
value of only $3,197,858. In the last six 
months of 1904 and the first three months 
of this year the cotton cloth exports to 
China were 3$2!,993,239 yards, represent- 
ing a cash value of $18,022,471. But 
even that does not tell the whole story. 
AH the textile mills in this country that 
turn out cloth adapted to the Chinese 
market are full up with orders for the 
utmost limit of their output for nearly 
a year ahead—until March, 1906, in fact, 
and pradticafly all of these advance 
orders are for China. 

Now, if a boycott upon American goods 
were to go into effect in China, it would 
praciteally cut off this large and very 
rapidly growing trade. The effect wpon 
the cotton mil] industry in the south 
would be little short of disastrous. And, 
of course, what would happen to our tex- 
tile trade would happen proportionately 
in other lines of our exports to China. 

Under the Russian domination of Man- 
churia our trade with China was rapidly 


dwindling. The Chinese merchants thought 


Russia would eventually close all ports 
of Manchuria, or so hamper outside com- 
merce as practically to kill it, and thence 


‘they were afraid to place American or- 


ders. But the Japanese victorigs put a 
new complexion upon things. The Chi- 
nese merchants believed that the Russian 
incubus was permanently lifted, and our 
not doubt that our textile eaten = 
China wil) toot up to over $25,000,000 
on the year ending June 30 next. 
Niow, this is a good deal of commerce 
to be threatened, and whatever event 
threatens it is a grave event. As to the 
ability of the. Chinese to enforce g boy- 
cott that they once seriously undertook, 
there is not a doubt of it. I know a 
good dea] ebout their merchants’ guilds, 
and I know they are very powerful and 
that they will stick together a solid unit 
in whatever they undertake to do. 
As. The Constitution took occasion 
to point out a few days ago, all these 
Chinese merchants ask is decent 
treatment at the hands of the United 
States. ‘ They have no objection to 
exclusion laws whose purpose is to 
keep out coolie immigration; but they 
do object, and they have a right to 
object, to senseless regulations whose 
effect is to heap indignities upon 
high class Chinese who come to this 
country for business or for pleasure, 
As we understand it, all they ask is 
that Chinese of respectability have 
the same privileges of coming and 
going in this country as other toreign- } 
ers have. There was a time when 
the people of the United States had 
no particular interest in VUhina and 
no knowledge of the rea] conditions 
there. That time has passed. Ag the 
United States has become a greater 
power in foreign commerce, so has 
there come a broader. understanding 
of the peoples of the world, and as a 
part of this is the realization that the 
high class Chinaman deserves exactly 
the same consideration as the high 
class citizen of any other nation. 
Whether it is the fault of the law or 
of its administration, the fact is that 
the American treatment of these high 
class Chinese has at times been little 
short of disgraceful. “We cannot

Wood and the Moros. 

General Leonard Wood does not 
seem to have been particularly happy 
in his management of our tight- 
trousered Moro fellow-Americans. 

Just where the trouble lies, it is, of 
course, difficult to say at this time, 
but it is a fact nevertheless that ever 
since General Wood took command of 
the Moro islands department, we 
have had more or less trouble and 
that, too, with a class of natives 
with whom previousiy the American 
authorities had gotten along very 
well, 

When Captain Pershing was in 
command in the American forces on 
Mindanao, the friendliest relations 
seemed to exist between the Ameri- 
cans and the Moros. The, American 
policy was to respect the Mohamme- 
dan tribal relationships, «and after 
the Moro chieftains began to under- 
stand that Captain Pershing meant 
what he said, there was practically 
no trouble, 

Whether General Wood instituted a 
different policy toward them, is not 
clear, but the fact is that immediately 
upon his taking charge there was a 
serious clash with the Moros:on Min- 
danao, and now comes the news of an- 
other apparently serious clash with 
the Moros on Jolo, where there had 
been no serious trouble previously. 

If the several hundred thousand 
followers of “The Prophet” resident 
upon the lower islands of the Philip- 
pines get it into their head to wage a 
holy war, the possibilities of serious 
trouble will be many. It is to be 
hoped General Wood wilal be able to 
prevent any such result. From this 
distance, however, it does not look 
as if he had made a very propitious 
start. 
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Sympathy, if Not Approval. . 

If a twitch of humor makes the 
whole world kin, especially where 
that humor grows out of an exigency :

Warsaw. During the jabor riots in 
that city, when students, agitators 
and bona fide workmen took advan- 
tage of the distrait authorities, to ex- 
press their grievances in the em- 
phatic manner indigenous to Russian 
soil, there happened a strange thing, 
| for— 

The domestic servants struck! 

They saw that violence and colléct- 
ive protests brought greater wages 
and shorter hours to miners, team- 
sters, mechanics and followers of 
other trades, so they: asked them- 
selves—logically enough—why a simi- 
lar course would not be equally effi- | 
cacious in their own case. So, with- 
out warning, butlers, cooks, serving 
maids and drivers incontinently quit 
their jobs. So that in troubled War- 
saw people grew hungry and dirt ac 
cumulated, because the prevalent 
spirit of discontent had spread to the 
servants and driven them to radical 
action. 


Now, Mr. Meredith’s line is as true 
today as when written, and in Rus- 
sia as in Bngland—*“civilized man can- 
“not live without COOKS.” 

The people of Warsaw could live | 
without lights, without newspapers, 
without heat, and cabs and a good 
many other things—but they drew 
the jine at food. The handicapped au- 
thorities might prove powerless to 
quell riots or to stay destruction of 
cory. But when they grew faint

cious appetites, something Had to 
happen. 

And it did! 

Strong and resentful men went out 
into the highways and byways, cor- 
ralled the miffed servants, and treat- 
ed them to a liberal application of the 
cat-o’-nines until they eagerly, agreed 
to retura to work.

Nashville, Tenn., May 17.—(Special.)— 
The Tennessee commissioner of agricul- 
ture has issued a statement showing 
the receipts from the sale of fertilizer 
tags for the first four months of this 
year, which shows a considerable in- 
crease over last year. ~The sales for 
the first four months of this year were 
$7,018.50. During the corresponding 
period last year the sales were $5,535.00. 
These figures show that about 265 per 
cent more fertilizer was sold in this 
state than was used last. 
Accompanying the statement is an 
Opinion by the commissioner that the 
increase in the sale of fertilizer was. 
largely due to the use of the article on 
vegetable and fruit farms. The ad- 
vance in the price of tobacco has also 
stimulated: the planters, to increase the 
acreage, and this has had much to do 
with the increased demand for fertilizer.

York, May 17.—A esplendid fieet 
of sailing yachts swept across a start- 
ing line-at Sandy Hook lightship at 12:16 
P. m.. today, with the Queenly American 
schooner Atlantic leading the way, head- 
ed out to the broad Atilanti¢ ocean on a 
race of 3,000 miles to the English coast 
for a %6,000 cup offered by Emperor 
William, of Germany. ‘When last seen 
as they vanished into the mist they were 


ing southeastward and pointing as near- 
ly as possible to a wind that was dead 
ahead. 

A quarter of a mile astern of .the At- 
lantic was the 90-foot.American yawl 
Allsa, which was: having a hot brush 
with the German schooner Hamburg, 
while all three of the leaders were slow- 
ly dropping the emacs  attac schooner 
Hildegarde. 

Next was the Endymion, holder of the 
trans-Atlantic yachting record. Almost 4 
mile astern of the Atlantic and more 
than half a mijJe astern of the Endy- 
mion were the Thistle and’ Fleur de Lys. 
Strung out behind were the American 
barque Apache, the British top-zail 
schooner Sunbeam, and § miles astern of 
the jeader was the American three-mast- 
ed echooner Utowana. Bringing up the 
rear was the British clipper ship Val- 
halla. These two. hag been delayed 
by & bad start. 

Under Leacgn Skies. a 

Leaden skies, low hanging, mist-laden 
cloude and a moderate east wind Were 
the unfavorable conditions under which 
the great ocean race was started, and 
the three big square-rigged vessels were 
handicapped at the very start; for at 
beating to windward in a light air thetr 
spreading courses and bulging topsaiis 
were not to be compared with the hard 
fitting fore and aft canvas of the trim 
schooners. 

Despite the lowering weather condi- 
tions and the start of the great and 
heterogeniotig fleet, was inspiring. ‘ After 
the postponement of the day the yachts 
lay in their anchorage within the shelter 
of Sandy Hook last night.

Blue Peter Gave Warning. 

The Blue Peter, giving warning of im- 
pending departure, was run up on the 
magt of the committee tug at noon, 
there was a flash and spurt of smoke 
from the gun on her deck and a warn- 
ing report rolled among the fleet, giving 
notice that the race would start in fifteen 
minutes.

The law. enacted at the time indicated 
provides that all persons found guilty in 
the criminal court of a misdgmeanor 
shall be turned/over to the. mayor and 
general council of Atlant®, under the 
limitations permitted by the ordinary of 
the, county, and so far as the researches 
by Hon. James L., Mayson, city attorney, 
and Hon. Lowry Arnold, , Solicit . gen- 
eral of the city criminal ‘court, have 
gome,e-no lines indicating a repeal.of the.

At the st term of the city, criminal 
court, of Atlanta, every one, convicted 
therein of a misdemeanor. who did not 
pay the fine assessed, was turned over 
to the county of Fulton to be worked on 
the public roads. That, however, was 
many years after the old sleeper jad 
been passed by the legislature—so many 
years in fact, that the existence of that 
law appears have been forgotten.
